and breathless, and announced the Gov- 
ernor's decision. 


"Are they going to murder my broth- 


er?" asked Spies' pretty sister, in a voice 
that trembled with i*notion. 


"Tho Governor has declined to interfere 


with the sentence of the law in the case," 
was tho answer. 


All the courage fled with the color from 


her cheeks, and before a hand could be ex- 
tended she sank upon the floor and burst 
into a torrent of tijars. Her old mother, 
wh o understands but little English, and 
who had not caught the real import of the 
dreadful news Buchanan brought with 
him, sank down beside her and mingled 
her tears with those of her daughter. The 
latter tried between her sobs to' break the 
news as quietly as posssible, but (when 
she understood that her son was to die 
her grief was well nigh uncontrolable. 


"O my August, my August, my beauti- 


ful boy; thoy will murder you. The as- 
sassins of the law will tako your life" she 
moaned in heart-broken accents. 


Editor Buchanan, with tears in his eyes, 


turned away from the scene and left Mr. 
Black and his wife to administer such 
comfort to the stricken women as they 
could. When ^er first outburst of grief 
was over Miss Spies slowly arose and 
drying her eyes helped her mother to 
stand up and then with the assistance of 
the other ladies led her to a chair, where 
she sobbed and cried as if her heart would 
break.

THE NEWS IN DECATUE.

A half hour later the news 
was received that the Governor had 
given his decision which was that Spies, 
Engle, Parsons and Fischer were to hang 
und that Schwab and Fielden were to go 
to the penitentiaiy for life. Generally 
this action of the Governor was com- 
mended. It was a decision the people 
were prepared to receive and the reporter 
heard none but expressions of approval. 


TO-DAY

"High Low Jack and the Game," under 
date of November 8th, writes the BHPUB- 
LICAN another letter as follows: "I told 
you in a former letter that we had mound 
diggers in our party. "Well, they have 
been at work, and you ought to see the 
conglomerated mass they have brought 
to camp—vessels ot many kinds and 
shapef, some mado of stone, but mostly 
of potter's clay and nearly all broken. 
Trees of three feet in diameter stand on 
these mounds, showing that they have 
been built for ages. J. M. Bainey has 
one vessel which he declares is a bean 
pot, so he has come to the conclusion 
that the tribe that built these mounds 
were bean eaters. Tom Lord has a large 
collection of bones, and one of them he 
declares is a thigh bone of a chief. Dr. 
Cassie has examined it and says if Tom 
is right, and he thinks that he is, the 
chiet would have been about seventy feet 
hiirh. Some of our party are much sur- 
prised at this disclosure, and hunt in the 
opposite direction for fear that some of 
this tribe may be on tho war path. The 
party arc all well and in good spirits and 
having lots of sport. The result of three 
days' hunt is five deer and two turkeys. 
Turkeys are very scarce. It is very dry 
nnd the country IB nearly all burnt ovir, 
except in the location of our camp which 
contains several nquare miles that are not 
bin nt.

Attracting Attention from Its Presence 


In Tampa. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


JACKSONVILLE, Nov. 7,—Florida is tbe 


only state, so far as known, in which thero 
has been yellow fever this year. It made its 
uppearauce in Key West in the latter part of 
May, and disappeared before the middle of 
August, It was of a very mild typo, and the 
percentage of the sick who died was very 
small. The origin of tho fever is not in 
doubt. It is agreed that it was brought from 
Havana by a family of Cubans, who brought 
with them some bedding which bad been used 
by a yellow fever patient. 


Tho outbreak at Key West, occurring so 


early in tho season, alarmed all the Florida 
towns, and excited apprehensions of danger 
even in Charleston and Savannah. A vigor- 
ous sanitary movement was at once inaug- 
urated, and in a little whilo tho health au- 
thorities of the different towns announced 
that every possible precaution had been taken 
against tho fever. 
The only place about 


which much alarm was felt was Tampa. The 
opinion was frequently expressed that there, 
if any where, tho fever would obtain a lodge- 
ment on the mainland of Florida, and time 
proved its correctness. 


Tho announcement of the appearance of 


the fever at Tampa, although tho season was 
far advanced, was followed by exhibitions of 
tho wildest alarm in all the towns of Florida 
on the 
lines 
of railroad. 
Quarantine 


against the infected city was at once estab- 
lished, and travel became ulmoufc impossible. 
Tho fear which yellow fever excites in places 
wliich have been alflictcd with the disease is 
something that cannot be explained. 
Tho 


reports of 
tho appearance of smallpox, 


typhoid fever and even diphtheria arc re- 
ceived almost with indifference, but yellow 
fever, although far less fatal than any of the 
diseases mentioned, causes such terror that 
everybody who can get away from an infect- 
od placo does so #ith delay. 


The reason yellow fever is BO dreaded is 


that when it becomes epidemic about every- 
body is attacked, and in severe epidemics 
even those who are regarded as acclimated 
do not escape. 
Tho very general belief is 


that one is not liable to a second attack, but 
experience proves that this belief is not well 
founded. There is not a city in this country, 
which lias suffered iu lato years from yellow 
fover epidemics, where thero cannot be found 
persons who havo had the fever more than 
once. Iu New Orleans this is especially true. 
A great many people died in that city from 
tbe fever during the great epidemic of 1873 
who had certificates of physicians of estab- 
lished reputation showing that they had suf- 
fered from tbe yellow fever iu previous epi- 
demics, 


Tho captain of ono of thu finest steamers 


limning between New York aud a South At- 
lantic port has, perhaps, had the yellow fever 
more times than any other living man. Ho 
is a little past 50 years of ago, and is in tho 
enjoyment of robust health. He does not ap- 
pear to bo ruoro than 40, and it is doubtful if 
ho feels as if he wo.ro beyond that ago. 
His experience with yellow fever is suoh h 
remarkable ono that it would bo worth the 
whilo of those interested in tho study of that 
disease to give it more than a passing no- 
tice. Tlus first time he was attacked Lo was 
ou tho west coast of Africa, in 1640. Hu was 
then only a well grown lad and was noted 
for his uniformly good health. 
Ho was sick 


fchreo months and -was not expected to re- 
cover. Tho length of his illness was due to a 
relapse and the excessive weakness which 
followed it. His second attack was in Cal- 
cutta, but it was a light ono. Thero was IK 
doubt, however, about the character of his 
sickness. His third attack was at New Or- 
leans during tho terrible epidemic of ]Kj3, 
when people died r,o fast that it was imporfsi- 
l'!o to bury them decently. Indeed, I hero 
wcro 
not 
enough well 
pcoplo to 
prt- 


paro l.ho bodies lor burial, and they were 
thrown into trenches as they vcre takon 
from their beds, and covered without funeral 
ceremonies of any kind Tho captain, whoso 
experience is hero related, was not expected 
to recover, but his iron constitution stooi' 
the strain, and a tier forty days ho was able 
to attend to his duties on shipboard a^am. 
His fourth attack was at Rio Janeiro, in 185o 
and it was a bad one. The Masons of thai 
city, however, nursed him through it, anc 
after a irn.mt h's illness ho was able to bo abou 
again. Iu J.8CO, iu the same city, he wa= 
again sirickcn down with tho dreaded dis 
case, and tbo attack was so scvory ihat but 
little hope was entertained of his recovery 
The physician who attended him cxpresscc 
the opinion that if ho recovered ho woulc 
enjoy exceptionally good health, or, as he 
put it, ho wo aid bo a "new man." This 
opinion proved to be correct, as the captain 
seldom Buffers from sickness of any kind. 


Ono of the reasons why yellow fever ex 


cites so much alarm is that physicians do noi 
know anything about it. They are all thi 
time experimenting. Tbe treatment is dif 
fcrcnt in almost every epidemic. New Or 
leans is thought to have the best yellow fever 
doctors in this country, and yet their treat 
ment of tho disease is radically different fron 
what it was twenty years ago. Before th 
war a patient was dosed with calomel on 
castor oil. He was given a mustard foo 
bath and wrapped in blankets. The window 
and doors were kept closed, as it v.-as though 
there was mure clanger of catching uold from 
fresh air than benefit to be derived from it 
Now the treatment does not include the calo- 
mel and oil, the blankets, nor the closet 
room. Every effort is made to increase th 
patient's comfort, and ho is strengthened 
every way for the purpose of offering t 
greatest possible resistance to the diseasa
